The new high school building on 
W est Yninnariktt Street is practic­ 
al I > completed am i plans arc now 
being made to occupy it the first 
Monday in November. 
T he School 
Board is holding a meeting for con­ 
ference w ith the architect, Guy A. 
U arlander of Amarillo, and contrac­ 
tor, S. P. H ughes of Oklahoma City, 
for the purpose of deciding w hether 
the building 
will 
he accepted at 
once. 
The only p art of the work 
not finished is a few m inor m atters 
which have been delayed on account 
of failure of m aterials to arrive. 
It is planned to move the sixth 
and seventh grades from all of the 
present w ard buildings and concen­ 
tra te them at th e old high school 
building. 
T his can be done without 
the necessity of employing addition­ 
al teachers, it is said, and at the 
sam e time relieve the congested con­ 
dition in some of tin* w ard build­ 
ings. 
The new building is a sem i-fire­ 
proof structure and meets the stan d ­ 
ard s of th e latest methods of school 
building architecture and arra n g e ­ 
ment. The hall* and stairw ays are 
of 
fire-proof construction. 
The 
front elevation of the building is 
200 feet along Y am pariha street. 
The east and west elevations are 
155 feet. 
The 
building 
itself is 
built in the shat*' of the letter 'TV' 
with the front af the building rep-! 
resenting the top of the letter. The 
wing extending south from the main 
building covers 
a 
space 6(5 by 97 
feet, and contains the auditorium 
w ith a seating capacity of H29, the 
m anual 
training 
rooms, 
m ush­ 
rooms and dressing rooms off the 
stage. 
On the first floor are the super 
intendent’s office, book storage, Red 
Cross room, toilets and show er baths 
and four class rooms. 
On the sec­ 
ond floor are to be found thirteen 
class rooms, 
including 
two large 
study bulls, the chem istry aud do­ 
mestic a rt departm ents. 
Including the auditorium , there 
are M rooms on the first and sec 
end floors. The heating plant is in 
a basem ent in the southeast corner 
of the nut in building. 
Provision has been made in the 
arrangem ent of the building for the 
addition of other wings and the en­ 
largem ent of the heating plant w ith­ 
out discarding any of the present 
building or equipm ent. 
Superintendent 
W . 
T. I E fland 
has outlined a plan for the addition 
of Junior college instruction at the 
new building next year by convert 
ing the old high school into a junior 
high school to 
take 
care 
of tin 
sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades. 
The new building will be adequate 
for the ninth, tenth an d eleventh 
grades and two junior college class­ 
es, he say*.
